BETH HOLIM HOSPITAL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir, —The unprecedented success which has attended the sale of tickets for ad- 
mission to the Ball to be held in aid of the funds of the above institution on the 7th 
prox., and the constant demand which still exists, lead me to suppose that an interest 
has been aroused concerning the institution, and I therefore think it would be 
interesting to the public to give some insight into its origin and working. 

Iam indebted for the particulars which Iam able to publish to the respected 
Secretary, Mr. E. H. Lindo, and also to the Assistant Secretary of the Synagogue, 
Mr. 8. I. Cohen. 

I find, on reference to the books of the institution, that a Committee of all the 
Elders was appointed in October 1747 (140 years ago), to consider the practicability 
of establishing a Hospital or Infirmary for the sick poor who had been from the year 
1665 (222 years ago) under the care of the Hebra Guemilut Hasadim, at a heavy 
expense to the congregation. 

That Committee made their report, furnished plans and estimates, and recom- 
mended as practicable the establishment of a hospital. These were adopted by the 
Elders ; hence originated and arose the present institution of Beth Holim. 

The Committee framed laws and regulations for the internal management and 
general government of the Hospital, all of which were approved and sanctioned by 
the Elders, being placed among their Ascamot (laws),and in conformity with these 
rules the institution has been governed from its commencement to the present time. 

The Hospital was first established in Leman Street, Goodman's Fields, and 
removed to its present site in the Mile End Road in the year 1792, the Elders having, 
at the request of its Governors, granted a lease for 99 years of land adjoining in front 
of our old Both Haim (Burial Ground) and some premises thereon, at a nominal 
rental (£5), with permission to convert the premises, suitable for a hospital for the 
sick and houses for invalids. or for any other benefit of the poor of the congrega- 
gation, on the express condition that it shall never be converted to any other purpose 
than for their benefit. Nor shall it be surrendered or assigned to any other persons, 
without the sanction of the Elders. 

The origin and foundation of the Beth Holim being as described, and the conditions 
such on which the lease was granted, it follows that the institution must be consi-— 
dered an integral part of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue establishment. 

From the date of the establishment of the Hospital at Mile End, the objects for 
waich it was founded have been faithfully carried out, and during the 95 years that 
have elapsed, a very large number of inmates, sick persons and lying-in women, have 
been received within its doors and benefited by its charity, At the present moment 
26 Inmites are located ithere, 10 men and 16 women, the youngest being 56, the 
eldest 88. An old gentleman has recently died there, aged 96, and there are some at 
present in the institution who have been there for 20 years. They are housed, boarded 
and clothed at the expense of the institution, and receive also a small weekly allow- 
ance, ‘Th> establishment comprises two dining halls, three large dormitories, six 
separate rooms for married persons, besides the usual offices for nurses, kc. There 
is also a lying-in ward where those who seek the privilege of admission are attended 
to in every possible way, are presented with a set of clothing for the infant, and 
receive £1 on leaving the institution when medically certified as able to do so, A 
dispensary was for some years attached to the institution for the purpose of provid- 
ing medicines gratuitously to the poor of the congregation. but was closed in the

The institution is possessed of some amount of funded property accumulated 
from donations of years gone by, legacies, and surplus income of certain years; but 
it has recently been compelled to sell over £700 of its capital stock to mest the 
necessary expenses of sanitary improvements, erection of baths, &c. Such a step of 
selling capital was looked upon by the Committee as a dangerous one, as it might be 
taken as a precedent and lead to other sales for less compulsory purposes. It was for 
this reason that a decision was taken to hold a Ballin the hope that sucha step 
would enable the executive to replace the stock sold.

THE EXITS OF THE ST. JOHN'S WOOD SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r.—The sad accident in Spitalfields which was reported in your columns last 
week will not have occurred in Vain if it actsasa warning to the managers of our 
public institutions and synagogues. 

The exits of most of our synagogues, although they may be sufficient for all 
ordinary occasions, would, I fear, be found sadly wanting in case of the slightest 
alarm, especially if it happened on any of the high festivals. 

While these remarks apply generally to most of the Metropolitan synagogues, 
they are specially intended to rouse the members of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue 
to a sense of the danger they incur whenever the gallery is full. : 

The vestibule, which is by no means a large one, is approached by three doors 
leading from the main building. The three streams of congregants from these 
three dovrs toust converge and leave the vestibule by one door in the centre, and 
on each side of this door and at right angles to the stream flow two streams from the 
galleries. | 

The crush on Kul Nidre night and on the first days of the festivals is so great 
that an accident is always probable, but I tremble to think what would be the result 
in case of an alarm of fire. | . 

I cannot do better than quote a few words from a leader in Thursday's Daily 
Nene: —* When will architects learn and local authorities enforce the absolute need 
of giving separate street exits from pit and gallery, a public building in which the 
stream from one part flows at right angles into the stream from another part ought 
to be regarded as a dangerous structure.” You used similar words in a “ Note of 
the Week ” in your last issue. 

It is high time that an alteration was made at this synagogue. I know I shall 
be met with an objection on the score of expense—but this is puerile. If an expend- 
iture of £200—and the alteration would not cost more—is likely to be the means of 
saving a single life, it must be undertaken forthwith. 

The accounts for the past year, I understand, will show a considerable surplus, 
but if the board of management do not wish to trench upon this, the required sum 
might be easily raised by a subscription among the members. 

“ Tt is unnecessary here to point out what alterations are required. I bel e, they 
have already been under discussion in committee, and I now appeal to thai body 
to take the matter into consideration again without further delay, and, if possible, 
to have the work done before Passover. ‘

Sir,—I am surprised that some member of the Committees of these Societies 
has not replied to the letter of my friend Mr, Albert R. Isaacs, which appeared 
in your columns. 

I was connected with, and took a personal interest (when residing in London), 
in the Tradesmen’s Benevolent Society, of which my late lamented father (Henry 
Lazarus) was really the founder, he having built it up from a small private charity 
to the successful state it was in at his death; and from my own intimate know- 
ledge of the working of this society, I must say I think that Mr. Isaacs’s remarks 
(although written with good intent), are quite uncalled for. 

Why should not “implicit confidence” be placed in these committees ? 

_ Thave never found, in the whole course of my experience, that members “ mis- 
appropriated” either goods or tickets; and if the public did not support these 
societies, they, in their turn, would be unable to alleviate the immense amount of 
suffering and distress, which they now do, during the winter. . 

Of course, in all charities there is a certain amount of imposition which it is 
most difficult to avoid; but my poor father guarded against this by investigating 
all cases possible, personally, and where impossible, only relieving on the recom- 
mendations of the Jewish Board of Guardians, Jewish ministers, or clergymen of 
any religion, and if this was done by all members, imposition would be avoided 


these charities would not be abused, and the deserving poor only would obtain 
relief.

With regard to Mr. Davis's statement (alsoin your columns), “ I have known cases 
in which the members of the Committee have made personal use of the tickets,” surely 
because one unprincipled person has done this, it is no reason why the whole of the

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THE SPITALFIELDS DISASTER. 


In our issue of Friday last wg briefly described the scen? which took place 
on the previous evening at the West Ham Cemetery during the interment of 
seven of the victims of the disaster in Princes Street. As no means could be 
adopted for generally lighting the cemetery, the lamps from the hearses and 
mourning coaches were utilised, and a bonfire was also lit, in order that no unto- 
ward incidents might arise. The news of the intended burials had Spread 80 
rapidly, that a large crowd, consisting of the relatives and friends of the dead, 
had assembled in the Mortuary Hall, and their wailings during the reading of the 
burial service at times made the officiating minister almost inaudible. Even 
when the coffins had been lowered into the graves and the service concluded, it 
was with difficulty that the mourners could be induced to quit the ground. Tho 
mournful spectacle was one which will long be remembered by those whom duty 
had called to the spot. It should be mentioned that the Rev. Canon Billing, 
Rector of Spitalfields, was represented at the funerals by the Rev. J. H. Keen,

4, Whilst the Anglo-Jewish Association has been in constant communication 
with Her Majesty’s Goverment, and through foreign branches with other Gover- 
ments, with a view to protecting persecuted Jews, it is of the first importance to 
endeavour by the spread of education to raise their moral condition and to help the 
oppressed to help themselves. With the extension of education they will in time 
force upon their non-Jewish fellow citizens and Goverments the fact, which is so 
patent in western countries, that Jews are at least the equals of their non-Jewish 
neighbours. At present, in many countries, ignoranceand superstition, engendered 
by oppression, tend to check the development of those high and noble qualities with 
which our race is endowed. | 

5, Out of the whole population of English Jews, deducting the number who 
are in any way dependent upon our charities, it may fairly be estimated that there 
are not less than 40,000 who are capable of subscribing on an average at least five 
shillings a year. Thissum would secure a permanent income of £10,000 per annum, 
which would do much towards conferring upon their brethren abroad some of those 
blessings which they enjoy themselves, Why,then, is this not done? The reason 
must te that the aim of this great work has not been brought home to those 40,000 
English Jews, The Councilask you to aid them in bringing it home by using 
your best efforts to convey this message to every individual in the Congregation 
which you represent. 

This is nothing jess than an appeal to the happy portion of our Race, which 

_ possesses most completely the bencfits of civil and religious quality, to fight the 
cause of that other, and far more numerous, portion of the Race which is stillin the 
same oppressed and suffering state as were our ancestors in the dark ages, Let this 
appeal tend to bring into one common focus the efforts which all Israelites in these 


ey wish to make for ameliorating the condition of their Race throughout the 
world,

__ The large circle of friends whom “ Estelle” has gained for herself will 
rejoice at receiving another tale equally refined in feeling from the hands of the 

novelist who first iutroduced her to their notice. ‘ Estelle” and the “ Hofers” 
appear again in “ Benedictus,” and the pathos of her love is deepened in this 
story through which she moves as a sort of Greek chorus receiving the confi- 
dences of the chief characters. The hero, Adrian Benedictus, who gives his name 
to the novel, isa Rourmanian Jew who has devoted his large fortune to the 
ainelioration of the ‘ot of his brethren. The character is entirely ideal, but it 
would not be difficult to suggest the occurrences and persons who could have 
given the idea for such a hero. Roumanian Jewish exiles are at present 
favourites of London Jewish society, and the fact that the book deals with 
such a hero will naturally add to its attractiveness to Jewish readers, 

The course of Benedictus’s love for Thyra Freund (by the way how 
romantic are the names of the young ladies of the novel—Gulielma, Salvedora, 
Uhyra), rans tolerably smooth. Miss Harris draws inspiration from the un- 
sensational school of the English novel,and the charm of her novels consists 
rather in the development of character than in the excitement of incident. 
For Jewish readers additional interest is given to the present novel by descrip- 
tions of Hanuka, of many incidents of East End charity visitations, and by an 
admirable verse translation of a fine Piyut. No words of ours are needed to 
further recommend one of Miss Harris’s novels to the Jewish reading public

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THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


t generally upon the annual accounts of the 
United Synagogue. We hcre propose to give a brief summary of them. In the 


Estimates for 1887 there was foreshadowed a deficit at the end of 1886 of 
£1,760. Thishas been reduced to £1,312; the nett deficiency on the year’s . 
working was £311. Debentures amounting to £812 were paid off but it was 
impossible to fund the amounts credited by the synagogues towards recoupment 
of stock sold out for building and other purposes. Five of the synagogues show 
increased revenue amounting to £463 over their estimates, mostly in 
the item of offerings, viz., Great, £131 ; St. John’s Wood, £42; East 
London, £65; New West End, £80 ; Bayswater, £145. This is more 
than counterbalanced by the decrease in revenue of £708 in six syna- 
gogues—Hambro’, £158; New, £47; Central, £122; North London, £216 ; 
Borough, £135 ; Dalston, £30. The diminished expenditure under esti- 
inate amounts to a total of £366, attributable “ chiefly to inaccurate calculations 
when the Budgets were drawn up.” Stock to the amount of £2,472 was sold out 
for the erection of premises on vacant land behind the New Synagogue and _ pur- 
chase of we Right of Way” to give access thereto. This, of course, must be 
regarded in the light of a remunerative investment, although no income from 
it can accrue to the United Synagogue for some time as the Charity Commis- 
sioners stipulated that the stock should be replaced within a period of 15 years. 
£7,000 stock will have to be sold out during this year to repay debentures 
of the New West End, Dalston and St. John’s Wood Synagogues, and to repay 
loan from the Bank of England. This, together with the impending pur-

able report of the Treasurers, will reduce the funded property avail- 
able for the general purposes of the United Synagogue to little over £5,000. It 
is not without justification that the Treasurers’ point out that “ extravagant ex- 
penditure, founded on the knowledge that credit might be based on funded 
property, must now cease, and the Synagogue must perforce be so conducted 
as to bring the outlay within the four corners of the income. Under the 
new system authorised by the Council, it is hoped that, at last, a forced 
economy may guide those mainly responsible for the open-handed votes which 
have for some years distinguished the Council of the United Synagogue.” 
The total number of seatholders is 2,887, an increase of only eight over the 


previous year, and it seems almost ridiculous to find thatin the whole of London |

It is pointed out that “under the new system they 
must not only do this, bat the better supported synagogues must contribute 
pro rata towards the maintenance of such of the synagogues as are not so favour- 
ably situated. The Treasurers desire to record the fact that it was the study 
of this table which gave rise to the idea on which the assessinent of the syna- 
gogues under the new system is based.”

SPITAL SQUARE SYNAGOGUE.

On Sunday last, a special general meeting of the members of the Spital Square 
Synagogue was held to consider the financial position of the Synagogue and the mode 
of recital of the Aaddish. 

Mr. H. BERLINER, President, who occupied the chair, said that the congregation 
was financially in a critical condition, and he appealed to the members to endeavour 
to obtain increased support. When the old synagogue in New Broad Street was de- 
molished, the Committee, depending on the support of the Community, resolved that 
the new building should be worthy of public Jewish worship. The response to the 
appeal for donations towards the building fund was, however. most disappointing, 
and there was at present a debt of £1,800 on the building. This debt was a grave 
anxiety to the Committee, and it seriously hampered the progress of the congregation. 
At the previous general meeting of the members, it was resolved that debentures of 
£5 each should be issued with a view to the reduction of the immediate debt on the 
building. Debentures bearing interest at the rate of four per cent. and twenty of 
which would, by lot, be annually redeemed. were now ready for issue, and he earnestly 
appealed to the members, each according to his means. to take them up. Mr. 8. 
Montagu, M.P., had volunteered to take twenty, Mr. H. Landau. ten, and he also 
would take twenty (cheers). | 

In response to the Chairman’s appeal, a number of the debentures were 
taken up by the members, but there was left a balance of 250, representing the sum 
of £1,250:to be allotted. 

A discussion was held as to whether the Auddish should be recited by all mourn- 
ers together, and it was resolved on the motion of Mr. B. Koppel, seconded by Mr. 
J. Levy, that at least one Kaddish at each service should be recited collectively by 
all mourners. 

The CHAIRMAN Called attention to the desirability of effecting the amalgama- 
tion of the smaller Chevras which did not possess suitable places of worship, with 
the Spital Square Synagogue, in which there was accommodation for double its present 
number of members. Not only would it increase the finances of the synagogue, but 
many whonow applied for public charity at the time of sickness or death, would 
have the benefit of the Sick and Shiva allowances. and of the arrangement which the 
synagogue had made with the United Synagogue for the burial of its members, and he 
moved that advertisements should be inserted in the Jewish Press inviting the amalga- 
tion of any of the Chevras with the Spital Square Synagogue. 

» The motion was seconded by Mr. B. KopPEL, and carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. P. GREENSPAN, seconded by Mr. J. LEvy, it was unani- 
mously resolved that a suitable memorial should be erected to the memory of the late 
Mr. Louis Denhof, for many years the Honorary Secretary. and that the expenses 
should be defrayed by a collection amongst the members. 

A vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the meeting. 


Wipows’ BENEVOLENT Society,—The annual meeting of the members of the 
City of London Benevolent Society for assisting Jewish widows was held on Sunday 


last at Hess’ Rooms, Mansell Street; Mr. J. Sarfaty, President, in the chair, ~The 
funds of the Society being limited (nearly all of the 764 members belonging to the — 


working classes) the assistance granted to widows does not extend beyond a period 
‘of three sonthe At the expiration of this time an additional grant of £1 is made 
to the £3 5s. already received. Since the establishment of the Society 21 years ago 
it has assisted widows to the amount of £2031. The financial statement for 1836 
showed an income of £212 7s, 3d., besides an amount of £43 7s., the proceeds of a 
concert given in aid of the funds, The expenditure, including £170 to widows, 
amounted to £221 17s. 10d. On the motion of Mr. J. Berg, seconded by Mr. M. Van 
‘Staveren, the balance sheet was adopted. The honorury officers were elected as 
follows: President, Mr. J. Sarfaty ; Vice-President, Mr. L. Mendelsohn ; Treasurer, 
Mr. J. Berg; Auditors, Messrs. E. de Haas, A, Salomon», M. Staal. Meesrs, 8. 
Fredlander, M. Roos, and I, Weber were added to the Committe. The Treasurer 
reported the receipt of a few donations, including one of £3 33. from Mr, 8. 
Montagu, M.P. At the close of the ordinary business, the meeting was made special, 
under the presidency of Mr. J. Berg, for the purpose of considering a revised set of 
rules, These rules were adopted, the more important modifications being the 
reduction of the period of residence in London, or its immediate neighbourhood, of 
applicants for the bounty, from eighteen months to six, and the introduction of the

THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


— 


Uxvcsvat interest will be manifested in the annual accounts of the 
United Synagogue to be considered at the next meeting of the Council. It 
will be remembered that thecomplete reorganisation of the financial arrange- 
ments of the corporation has been recently effected. It is scarcely an exag- 
geration to say that by the adoption of the new financial scheme, a bold “ leap 
in the dark” was taken. For fifteen years the Council had kept a tight 
hold upon the purse strings. Every penny of expeniliture by a constituent 
synagogue had to receive its august approval—not even the Bayswater 
Synagogue, which is wealthy to the verge of offensiveness, could add five pounds 
to the wages of its doorkeeper without the representatives of all the; other 
constituent synagogues being solemnly invited to give their gracious approval 
to the proposal. It was also felt as a grievance that however much 
a synagogue “might contribute towards Sthe general burdens, its surplus 
disappeared in the common fund without any substantial benefit to the local 
body : not a sixpence could it save “in its own pocket.” On the other 
hand a synagogue with a deficit, that had to depend upon deeply dipping 
into the General Fund to enable it to pay its way, was placed at an inequit- 
able advantage. nce the annual accounts were passed—and this waa 
usually rendered possible by happy combination between all the impecu- 
nious synagogues—the financial path was made delightfully easy, and the 
needy synagogues had even the further pleasure of voting upon the demands 
of their prosperous partners. Much—but not all—of this anomaly will now 
cease. A new leaf has been turned over, and those constituent synagogues 
that cannot pay their way must needs in future come, cap in hand, asking 


their richer brothers to assist them; whilst the prosperous congregations, 


after meeting their own primary charges, such as salaries, rent, &c., con- 
tributing their quota to the general burdens and a further assesment to meet 
the local requirements of synagogues with a deficit, will go on their way 
rejoicing that they have a substantial amount to spend as they please, and a 
final surplus entirely under theirown control to put by fora rainy day, 
or to spend upon some local extravagance just as they please. The local 
bodies that sre well-to-do will have Home Rule to their hearts’ content. 
Thus far the flattering tale that Hope tells. 
examine critically the accounts as issued to the Members of the Council 
scepticism takes the place of enthusiasm. There is an uncanny, mysterious 
look about the budgets which familiarity may possibly dispel. One ghost at 
least has beenlaid. The ‘red ink table” of which the author was so proud 
and at which the local bodies were so indignant, crosses the stage for the last 
time this year and as it gracefully retires, it utters a proud boast that its 
appearance has helped the rightful heir to come into possession. This table 
was supposed to represent the financial position each synagogue would 
occupy if it were not comprised within the Union, but contributed its propor- 
tion to the communal burdens. The assumptions are absurd. The Hambro’ 
Synagogue, for instance, on a nett income of £579 in 1836, is charged with 
£310 as its proportion of General Expenditure, and the East London Syna- 
yogue is debited with £326 ona nett revenue of £823 ; and a deficiency in 
the General Account, of £311 on the year’s working in 1886, is turned into 
an apparent gain of £701. The value of the figures has always been chal- 
lenged, but as they were memoranda of supposed great moral value, they 
were allowed to appear—‘ no one being a penny the worse,” or better, for their 
appearance. But the ‘red spectre ” will no longer disturb the harmony of the 
happy circle where good boys will have pocket-money to expend, while the 
naughty boys will have to beg upon their bended knees for every penny they 
need, “local requirements” especially being scrutinised in detail. <A 
Heavenly peace will reign at the Council, where plain-speaking “red 
ink tables ” will cease from troubling and weary financiel representatives of 
solvent congregations will be at rest. | 
‘The Treasurers of the congregation, nevertheless, cannot regard the ac- 
counts with much light-heartedness. As Mr. Lionen L. ConEN, M.P 
remarked when the new financial arrangements were adopted, “ you cannct 
pay half-a-crown with a two-shilling piece.” The general accounts 
show a deficit and the two zealous gentlemen—Mr. Davin Davis, 
and Mr. Henry Lucas (the former being the author of the 
new financial scheme)—who take charge of the purse are fully justified 
in warning the Council against relapsing into the extravagant ways 
of its youth. One substantial result, at least, of the new arrangement will 
be that the General Fund will be kept solvent. Some of the synagogues, the

Hambro’, Borough and North London, have had their local requirements |

ruthlessly cut down by the Finance Committee. Convenient items such 
as those for Choir and Minyan men have been whittled down to vanishing 
point—the latter should, for other than financial reasons, really vanish from 
the accounts of all synagogues. The attack upon the item is so strong and 
the defence so weak that its ultimate final disappearance is scarcely open to 
doubt. It is recommended that the grant from the (eneral Fund to Jews’ 
College should be reduced by half, from £200 to £100. In face of the finan- 
cial straits of the United Synagogue itself the prudence of the reduction 
cannot reasonably be challenged. The friends of the College would, doubtless, 
rather desire that the United Synagogue should feel the pinch of poverty than 
the College, which has never been nursed in the lap of luxury, and has but too 
familiar acquaintance with penury and self-denial. A further turn of the 
financial screw may possibly be a blessing in disguise. This is but poor com- 
fort ; but even our great Universities suffer from the agricultural depression. 
The College has far too narrow a basis of suppo:t. Its friends must put 
their shoulders to the wheel and widen the circle of its supporters. 

This advice, too, should be taken to heart by the United Synagogue 
tself. There is far too little attention paid to possible additions to income. 
It is true that one of the clauses of the new Financial Scheme provides that 
‘means should be adopted of such character as may be deemed expedient 
by the Finance Committee, for the purpose of canvassing persons who 
do not hold or occupy seats in any synagogue, with the object of 
inducing them to join the congregation.” It is, no doubt, right and proper 
that expenditure should be rigidly scrutinised, but of greater avail would it 
be if the clause we have quoted were to be actively carried ont. Not merely 
would the financial advantage be great, but the moral gain would far out- 
weigh it in importance. The total of seatholders in the London syna- 
gogues is not one third of the number that could contribute substantially towards 
their support. The loss through their absence from the roll of members 


| means that the pecuniary burdens upon the existing seatholders are un justly 


increased, and thatthe United Synagogue is in straitened circumstances, a 
condition of things which would not occur if all were to contribute, “each 
according tohis means.” [tis as important tothe general interests of the 
community at large, as to the United Synagogue especially, that every effort 
should be made to sttach those who selfishly keep themselves aloof from the 
Synagogue—until they need its ministrations.

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THE TEMPLE AT JERUSALEM. 


By MARCUS N. ADLER, M.A. 
A PAPER READ REFORE THE JEWS COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY, JAN, 8, 1887. 
III. 


I shall now trace the origin of some of the Moslem legends, with regard to the 
sacred site, and I think I shall be able to show you that most of them are derived 
from Jewish sources, more particularly from the Haggadab, the great storehouse of 
old Jewish Folk-Lore. 

There is great trath in the words of Deutsch in his essay on the Talmud, where 
he says: “ Not only an entire world of pious, biblical legends which Islam has said 
and sung in its many tongues to the delight of the wise and simple for twelve cen- 
turies are to be found either in embryo or fully developed in the Haggadab, but 
much that is familiar among ourselves in the mediwval Sagas, in Dante, in 
Cervantes, in Milton and Bunyan has consciously or unconsciously flowed out of 
this wondrous realm, the Tl aggadah, ’ 

These legends, generally associated with some pas-age in Scripture, are often 
of a transcendental, generally of a symbolical, character, and are mostly clothed in 
a fantastic garb. Many of the'r ideas are derived from foreign, mostly Iranian aud 


_Chaldazan sources, with which the Jews became first acquainted in the Babylonian 


captivity. Mahomet and his followers, by means of the Arab Jews with whom 
they came in contict, became familiar with this literature, but many of the legends 
are wilfully altered to fit into Islam theology, and others have become naturally 
distorted after passing through so many channels. 

Let us begin with some of the legends relating to folomen. These, 
although embodied in Jewish literature are, I thisk, adaptions from Per- 
sian tales about Dschemschid and other heross. Sir Charles Warren 
will, no doubt, speak of the enormous stonss, some hundred tons in weight, 
which are still found in their places and constitute the lower part of ‘the 
Temple wall, The stones are 80 beautifully worked and joined together that they 
have been a source of wonder throu:sh all ages. Now we read in I. Kiogs (chap. vi. 
v.7) that ‘‘there was neither hammer nor axes nor any tool cf iron heard in the 
house while it was building.’”’ How, then, were these stones hewn and chiselled ? 
The Mahommedan legend is as follows :—When Solomon wished to build the Temple 
he called not only men to his aid, but a!so the living creatures of the earth. Allcame, 
except the magpie, which he turned into stone, and which the guardian at the 
Harim shows atthe present day. Solomon also assembleithe Jins and the might- 
iest of demons, and appointed one division to build, another to cut the blocks and 
columns from the marble mines. To an Afrite, who ruled in the ocean depths, 
Solomon sent a letter scal:d with his magical signet ring, and bade him bring 
adamant to cut the stones. Tre Afrite s:t out and found a nist whereia were young 
eaglets. He covered the nest with a thick iron eage, The eagle returning. found the 
iron cage and tried in vain to Lreak or push it away, 1a order to get at h:r young. 
Then she flew away anl returned witha piece of alamant wherewith to break 
the cage. Then the Afrite frightened the birds that she dropp2d the adamant, 
which he took to Solomon and by its help the stones were cut. 

This legend is really identical with that given in Talmud Gittin 
(p. 68), which runs thus: When Solomon was abont to build the Temple 
without the use of iron, he bethought himsel€ of the expedient which 
Moses resorted to in cutting the stores of the High Priest's breastp'ate for 
the Urim and Thummim, S> he sent his general Benaiah armed with his 
Bignet ring to Asmodeus, the king of tae demons, with orders to bring unto him 
Shamir, that wondrous little worm that couldcut the hardest of flints. Shamir 
Asmodeus tells him, was the property of the prince of the sea, and he only entrusts 
the worm toa bird calle] the Naggar Tura, or mountain carver, who had taken the 
oath of fidelity to the prince. This bird was wont to take Shamir to the moun- 
tain.and split the hard rock so as to place into the crevices seeds for clothing the 
mountain sides with vegetation, Benaiah finds the nest of the bird and covers it 
witha piece of crystal, When the bir came home and coald not get at her young, 
she flew away and fetched Shamir and laidit on thecrystal. Then Benaiah shouted 
and seized the wondrous worm, but the poor hen in her distress slew herself.” This 
legend recurs in the mediwval literature of most countries in some shape or other— 
it is either a bird, a worm, ora plant, such as the saxifrage, which eats into the rock. 
We recognise Shamir again in the Greek word ojevpts, in the German Smirgel 
and in the Eng’ish emery. | 

On the Eastern side of the Haram, close to the Golden Gate, is Solomon’s throne: 

much venerated by the Moslems, They say that Solomon, feeling his end a»proach- 
ing, came to this spot close to the valley of Jehoshaphat, where all mankind will ke 
judged, and leaned on his staff in order to conceal his death from the demons. In the 
course of time, the staff becamc worm-eaten, and the body fell to the earth, much to 
the delight of the evil spirits who now knew that they were free. The only foun- 
dation, I can find for this legend in the Talmud, is in Sanhedrin (fol. 20), 


where the passage occurs, “At first Solomon ruled over the spirits, and in the end 


he had but his staff to support him,” , . 

Half way between the Golden Gate and the South Eastern extremity of the 
femple walla pillar juts out. From this column the Moslems assert that the 
bridge Al Sirat, only a hair’s breadth in width, wiil.bé stretched across the valley 
of Jehoshaphat to the Mount of Olives on the dread day when the Isst judgment 
will be announced by the blast of trumpets, and when all the children of men will 
have to cross this bridge over Tophet. This legend in its main features has its foun- 
dation on passages occurring in Scripture, although these do not refer to the 
last jadgment. The prophet Joel (ch. iv. 2 & 12) speaks of the gathering of all 
nations, “Let the nations be awakened and come up tothe valley of J ehoshaphat ; 
for there sha}! I sit to judge all the nations round about.” Isaiah (ch. xxvii. 13) ard 
Zephaniah (ch, i.) speak of a day of judgment when tho great trumpet shall be 
sounded. 

I have mentioned before that the valley of Hinnom was West and 
South West of Jerusalem. This valley the scene of the Moloch worship, and 
other abominations (II Chronicles, ch, xxxiii, 6), Here Jeremiah (ch, xix) thunders 
forth his denunciations of these enormities, and he says, “This place sha]l no more 
be called Tophet nor the Valley of the Son of Hinnom, but the Valley of Slaughter,” 


| It was but natural that the name should in course of time be transferred to the 
Kidron or the Black Valley, which had from time immemorial been used as 
burial place. Accordingly, this Black Valley, the Valley of Jehoshaphat, came to be 
called Ge-Hinnom, the Gehennaof the New Testament. It is possible that this dark 


| valley bore marks of volcanic action like those we fiad in Virgil's cave near Naples, 


which was considered in olden times as an entrance of the infernal regione, for we find 
in the Gemara Sukkah (32 b.) a passage as follows : ‘‘ There were two Palm trees inthe 
Valley of Hinnom, between which smoke issued forth,and this is the portal of 
Gehenna.” A further illustration of the Mahommedan legend is a passage in the 
Yalkut on Isaiah, “ When the nations are assemb'e} ia the Valley of Jeho-haphat for 
judgment, the Lord will quicken the dead and will cause them to pass over the 
bridge, which will shrink to the width of a thread ; the idol worshippers in crossing 
will fall into the Gehenna below, and Israel will stand by and quake.” 


According to the Haggadah the distance between Gehenna and Paradiee is but a 
hand breadth, and in the /iteral manner ia which Mahomet interpreted the Midrash 
we have not far to seek for the gate of Paradise which we know the Moslem place below 
the sacred rock, “ Below the Sakhrah,”’ writes Jalal-Addin, the well-known Mahomme. 
dan author, “ is the gate of Paradise full of fertilising breezes and sweet waters, from 
which flow the four rivers.” Altogether the Mahommedans invest the sacred rock 
witha sanctity second only t> the Kaabs of Mecesa. Oa the South West corner of 
the rock is shown the footprint of Mahomet, when, in his nocturnal flight, he sped 
to heaven on his steed Bourak—lightning—and the Angel Gabriel’s handprint is 
shown where he held the rock back which was ready to follow the prophet. [ 
forbear (@ give you all the particulars of this celebrated night journey. Mahomet’s 
pas-ing through the seven heavens, in each of which was a saint waiting to 
welcome him, call; to mind analogous passages in the Midrash. Theso seven 
heavens are in reality but the seven Hebrew equivalents for heaven which occur 
in Scripture. Toe seven patriarchs are nu doubt the seven shepherds spoken of 
by the Prophet Micah (v. 4). | , 


The Mahommedans regard the sac-ed rock as the centre of the earth, which 
is guarded by armies of angels who watch there day and night in prayer. The 
canvas covering suspended over the rock was that used by Adam and Eve when 
they met again after one hundred years’ separation consequent upon their expulsion 
from Paradise. The stairs, which lead into the cave below, coutaina stone called the 
Tongue, because it announced to Omar that this was the rock where Jacob had his 
dream. In the cave below and elsewhere are siown the places where Adam, Shem, 
Melchizedek, Abraham,and other saints prayed, and here it is believed by the 
faithful that every prayer off-red up is heard. Tbe rock is suspended on a palm 
tree, perhaps in allusion to the passage in Pealma (xe, 11, 13-14), “The righteous 
shall flourish like the palm tree, . , .thatis plautedin the House of the Lo:d, 
and shall flourish in the courts of our God.”’ . 


In describing this spot, Dean Stanley says that the Mahommedans believe that 
in the well below the palm tree, the souls of the departed rest betwixt death and 
resurrection. The belief was that the living could at the mouth of the well hold 
converse with those souls about any disputed matter which lay in the power of the 
dead to solve. It was closed, because a mother, going t) speak to her dead son, was 
s0 much agitated at the sound of his voice from below, thatshe threw herself into 
the well to join him and disappeared. 


Now upon what are these fantastic legends based ? Upon a single passage in the 
Mishnah Jomah, which describés the services of the Holy Priest ou the Day of Atone- 
ment. When speaking of his entry into the Holy of Holies, during the time that the 
second temple was standing, the Mishnah says (chap. 5,2) “ When theark had been re- 


and it was called Shetijah, NY, the foundation stone. It was three finger breadth 
high above the ground, and upon it the High Priest placed the censer.” The 
Gemarah, commenting on this passage, adduces a number of quotations from Scrip- 
ture to support the theory that this atone was the germ, whence the whole world 
was created. There are many Midrashim, which en!arge upon this theme. I will 
only quote one from the Pirke de Rabbi Eliezer (35), which refers to Jacob’s dream. 
We read (Genesia, ch, xxviii. v, 11), that Jacob “took of the stones of that place and 
put them for his pillows ” Further (v, 18, 22) And Jacob took the stone that he had for 
hia piliows and set it up for a pillar, and pourei oil upon it and vowed that this 


stone which I have set for a pillar shall be God's House, The Midrash says, as to 


this text, that the many stones overnight became solidified into one, and that the 
oil came from heaven for Jacdb to pour on the stone, and God fixed it in the 
foundations of the earth, whence it was called the stone Shetijah, which became 
the navel of the earth, and upon this the temple was erected. The halo of 
sanctity, which enrrounded this stone of the Holy of Holies of three finger breadth 
in height, was transferred by the Moslems to the rock which I have already shown 
to you was probably the site of the altar. The Christian Church fathers claim that 
the rock in the Holy Sepulchre is the centre of the earth. 

The connection of Adam with the stone of the Sanctuary is deduced from 
Bereshith Rabbah (ch. 13). “Man,” DIN, it says “ was created dust from the 
earth : he was formed from the very altar of earth, T7N, which was eventually 
to atone for him.’’ Another beautiful Midrash {speaks of Adam, after his fall, 


| dwelling on Mount Moriah, close to the Gate of Paradise, and narrates that he 


worked to provide himself and his helpmate with raiment. 

Shem and Melchizedek are both introduced in the Mos'em legend, buat in the 
Jewish Haggadah they are considered identical. The Midrash says that Abraham 
called the Mount of the Lord—Jireh ; Shem called it Salem ; the Lord proclaims, | 
will call my city by the twofold name—Jerusalem, | 


The Mohammedan names which the Gates of the Hardm area bear at the pre- 
sent day are mostly associated with legends, The Koran mentions a double gate 
leading from the Tower of David to the Temple, called the Gate of Mercy. Proba- 
bly this double gate is identical with the two gates referred to in the following 
passage from Tract Soferim. ‘“ Two gates did Solomon construct devoted to acta of 
mercy. Through one gate the bridegrooms were wont to pass ; through the other 
passed the mourners and those who were excommunicated, and it was the custom that 
the people on the Sabbath day resorted to the Temple mount to rejoice with the 
bridegrooms and console those who were afflicted.” The custom of condoling on the 
Sabbath day with the mourners still obtains in the Synagogue, On the Friday eve- 


| ning as the Sacbath is ushered in, the Rabbi and Reader proceed to the entrance of

ean supply this. Jalal-Addin says that the children of Israel had an immense hole dug 
in the Temple Mount, wherein was placed a chain which God had given to 
David. The people approached with their offerings, and whatever was graciously re- 
ceived was taken up by the chain ; whatever was not accepted remained on the 
ground. By the aid of this chain which, to quote another legend, was suspended 
from heaven and reached earth at the spot where the Chain Mcsque now stands, 
David was able to judge all bard cases. Whoever spoke the truth was touched by 
the chain, but from him who spoke falsely, the chain recoiled. , 

Now the legend goes on to tell of two men, of whom one confided to the other 
one hundred denars, which sum he afterwards reclaimed. The other denied that he had 
received it, but he was a crafty man and had concealed the -gold in the hollow of his 
stick, They came to David. He said, Go ye to the chain. Then going up to the chain 
the crafty man gives the stick t» the owner of the denars and takes an oath that he 
had restored the gold, Thé chain touches him. Then the rightful owner of the gold 
reatores the stick, and swears that he had never received the money. The chain 
touches himtoo. Then the people marvel, and David wonders how the chain 
could show that they were both right. However the Lord revealed to him the trath, 
but after that the chain was removed. Now the identical story as to the denars 
is told in the Midrash Rabbah (Vajikrah, vi.) as having happened to Bar Talmeon 
(Bartholomew), but I confess I fail to trace anything in Jewish literature as 

t> the chain that aided David in judgment. | 

As I do not wish to interpose longer between you ani Sir Charles Warren I 
must conclude, but I have only given you an outline of the weird and suggestive 
legends which cluster round that spot of matchless interest, “the glorious high 
throne from the beginning, the place of our Sanctuary.” 


ASSOCIATION FOR THE DIFFUSION OF RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE, 


—— 


The Rev, S. Singer presented the prizes on Sunday last to the pupils of the 
Sabbath Classes, which are held at the Jews’ Free School, in connection with the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. 

The proceedings having been opened with a songin Hebrew by the choir, Mr. 
Samuel Moses, B.A., read the reports of the Honorary Superintendents (himself and 
Mr, E. N. Adler, M.A.). The following is an abstract of this report. 

The number of pupils in attendance during the past year was 27,074 on 49 
Sabbaths. This shows a decrease on the average of last year, but the number is 
etill very large, and demands a large staff of teachers. The decrease, is. however, 
accounted for by the fact that increased accommodation is afforded at Chicksand 
Street and Gravel Lane Board Schools. The regularity and punctuality of the 
children attending the Sabbath School is deserviog of praise, though there is still 
room for improvement. The parents are appealed to in order that the desired 
regularity may be attained. Cordial thanks are tendered to the honarary t«achers 
for the sacrifices they make in giving their services to the Sabbath School, many 
of them being employed in teaching during the other six days of the week. Mr. B. 
Barnett, of Hull, has offered an annual giftof books to be awarded at the discretion 
of the Superintendents to one of the honorary teachers. 


The Rev, S. SINGER then addres:ed the meeting. After referring to the salient 
points of the report, he said that the results were eminently due to the ladies and 
gentlemen who gave the greatest talents, which huma® beings could possess for the 
benefit of childrea belonging to their faith. The favourable results were also due 
to the two honorary-Superintendents, who were setting an example of earnestness, 
which was barely needed, to their fellow workers, He was particularly pleased to know 
that there was so excellent a system of organisation in tiie 23 classes, each child being 
put into a class where the subjects were taught for which it was best fitted. By the 
work which it had carried on for many years, the Association for the Diffusion of 
Religious Kuowledgs had been leavening the religious conscience of the community 
in the past, and would be still doing so in the future. One often heard the question 
asked nowadays : What is the use of the Bible Classes, and of biblical instruction. 
The prevailing idea among mauy people was that children should be taught that 
which was most likely to pay in after days. Arithmetic, reading, and writing were 
of course indispensable for this purpo:e, and if a knowledge of French and shorthand 
were added to the other ascomplieshments, young people might hope to gratify their 
lofty ambition. He was sorry to think that boys and girls should have an im- 
pression that the only thing worth livipg and working for was to make mocey, to 
eat and drink well, and to enjoy themselves. But they should remember they were 
something more than animals ; they had bodies and soals which required attention 
both in the days of youth and in old age. He denied that nothing could be learnt 
from the Bible. The first duties required of the young when entering upon life for 
themselves were patience and perseverance, and these lessons were clearly and plainly 
taught by the Bible. He hoped. therefore, that the principles, in which the 

. children, in whose honour they had assembled, were instructed, would cling to 

them as long as they lived. He would be sorry to think that even the youngest 
child could not influence for good those among whom they lived. Le: them re- 
member that they belonged to the chosen people. They should not be vain at the 
possession of this title, for the children of Israel had been chosen not because of 
their virtues, but that they should do more good than other people. If a Jew 
committed any wrong his sin was infinitely worse than would be the case in another, 
because the Jews had been longer and nobler taught than any other people on earth 
(cheers. ) 

: Mr. SINGER then proceeded to distribute the prizes, and subsequently before 
the formal votes of thanks were passed, he made a feeling allusion to the calamity 
in Princes Street, a calamity which, he observed, whilst deplored throughout the 
Community. was especially felt in the immediate neighbourhood. He, therefure, 
asked the meeting to allow him to express in their name their profound sympathy 
\with the bereaved families. 

Mr. OswALD J. SIMON also spoke on the same psinful subject, and taid that 
though it was not possible for human aid to render comfort to the mourners, which 
could only come from above, there was yet something assuring in the sympathy of 
one’s fellow man. In proposing a vote of thanks to the Honorary Superintendents 
and the Honorary Teachers, Mr. Simon eulogised the zeal and ability which they 
brought to bear on their respective labours, and which were so eminently needful 
to promote the success of the undertaking. The influence of the Association for the 
Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, he was glad to say, had so widely spread tbat 
nearly every Congregation in the metropolis now had Religion Classes attached 
to it

JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


— 


A well-attended meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society was held on Sun- 
day last, when Mr. S. Schechter delivered a lecture on “ Nachman Krochmal and the 
*Perplexities of the Time.” This was Mr. Schechter’s first lecture before an English 
audience, but his delivery was clear and distinct. 

Mr, CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE presided, and in introducing the lecturer remarked 
that he had to thank Mr. Schechter personally for his excellent tuition, while Mr. 
Schechter was well-known to all as a scholar and thinker. 

At the close of the lecture, which was frequently applauded, 

Dr. FREDLANDER said that of the three phases of progress enumerated by 
Krochmal, we are now in the first, ie., the budding stage. The efforts of men like 
Mr. Schechter might lead us to the second phase, viz., to maturity. Krochmal and 
Rapaportghad perhaps not always done their best to conciliate their opponents ; if 
we are to get to the summit all must pull together. Krochmal was not entirely 
correct in his account of the philosophy of Ibn Ezra; he was quite wrong with re- 
gard to the doctrine of creation and “spiritual beings.” Nevertheless, his essay on 
that critic was most valuable. Mr. Schechter’s lecture was a welcome addition to 
their knowledge of Krochmal. | 

The Rev. A. Lowy hoped that Mr. Schechter would append to his able lecture some 
further extracts from Krochmal in illustration of the important points raised. He 
thought that while in some respects we were in the stage of decay. in others we were 
advancing. It was quite possible for a people to be concurrently in the three phases. 
| Dr. M. GASTER spoke in terms of the highest admiration of Mr. Schechter's 
talents and conscientiousness as displayed in his lecture that evening. 

~The Rev. S. StnGER thought that Mr. Schechter had displayed much ingenuity in 
his choice of a subject. It was curious to observe how Krochmal had become almost 
a mere name while his work had been used by others. He (Mr. Singer) admired the 
scathing denunciation of ignorance which they had heard. 

Dr. ASHER doubted whether the title of Krochmal’s book was due to the author. 
The editor named the book. Besides, while Maimonides really deals with difficulties, 
Krochmal apparently avoids doing so, hence the title is scarcely appropriate. 

Mr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS said that from Mr. Schechter’s language it appeared 
that the lecturer hesitated about accepting Zunz’s assertion that Krochmal was in- 
spired by Hegel in his work. Certainly. so far as Jewish history is concerned, the 
statement needs qualification. Hegel regards Judaism as a type of non-natural 
religion, and its history as altogether outside the range of law. Krochmal, on the 
other hand. contended that the ordinary laws of natural progress might be traced in 
the history of the Jews. Krochmal employed Hegel's method, but arrived at opposite 
results. 

Dr. CHOTZNER referred to the biography of Krochmal, who had led a noble life 
and performed great services to literature in spite of many obstacles. It was a 
novelty for a lecturer to deal with a writer of the present century, and it was to be 


own times. 

Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE, mentioned that Mr. Schechter intended to deliver 
a course of lectures on Talmudic subjects during the present year. He thought 
that a vote of thanks to the chair might be dispensed with, but proposed a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer. . 

The vote was carried with acclamation, and 

Mr. SCHECHTER. in his reply, pointed out that the title of Krochmal’s book was 
distinctly stated in the preface to be due to the author, and not to the editor, He 
thanked the audience for their kind reception.

year he rowed the Emperor Francis from Karlsburg to Hermannstadr. He also 
had a strong recollection of the French prisoners, who, from 1812 to 1815, were 
interned in the fortress of Karlsburg. Up till the last he had a good appetite 
but his sight was weak. |

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Another Jew has been created by the Emperor-King a member of the Hungarian 
Upper House, The number of Jewish members in this Chamber is thereby raised to 
three. These gentlemen are all active workers in the Administrative Council of the 
Jewish community in Buda-Pesth. This body also contains six members of the 
Chamber of Deputies, a Consul-General, Ministerial Councillor, Judge of the High 
Court, and a number of professional and literary men. 

The small Anti-Semitic party in the Austrian Reichsrath is getting up a 
petition in favour of a bill, which, if passed, would prohibit the immigration of 
foreign Jews into the Empire. Copies of this petition, which were being circulated 
in Styria, have been confiscated by the Crown Authorities, on the ground that the 
measure is intended to provoke a hostile feeling against a religious corporation. 

During the devate on the Budget in the Lower House of the Hungarian Diet on 
Wednesday, the Prime Minister, Herr Tisza, replied to some remarks made by cer- 
tain Deputies, who upheld the anti-Semitic movement. Herr Tisza sustained in em- 
phatic language the principle that Jew and Christian were entitled to equal rights 


FRANCK, 


The awards have been published with respect to the Exhibition of Sciences and 
Arts, held some time ago ia Paris. Inthe list the Jewish Exhibitors make a very 


respectable figure. Two have obtained Diplomas of Honour ; 27, medals of different 


kinds : and five. Honorable Mention. There were also a number of Jews on the 


several juries, 

The Academy of Medicine has awarded a gold medal to the benevolent Madame 
Furtade-Heire, who, as a'ready mentioned by us, has established, and is main- 
taining at her sole expense, a magnificent dispensary for the poor of Paris. 

Several Rouen journals have been discussing, pro and con., the action of the 
Kiabbi of the local Jewish community in regard to the burial of the child of a 
member of his congregation. There is in Rouen a separate Jewish burial ground, 
but the family determined to have the child buried ina general cemetery, and yet 
nvited the Rabbi to perform the service. This the Rabbi refused to do; while 
ladmitting the right of the psrents to have the deceased infant interred wher¢so_ver 
they pleased, he declined to violate his religious principles. 

GERMANY. 

Herr Moritz Becker, of Koénigsberg, one of the priscipal amber mercbants in 
Germany and Russia, has been honoured by the Emperor with whe title of Privy 
Commercial Councillor. Herr Becker has in his employment in Konigsberg and 
in Russia, about 200 Jewish families, allof whom are exempt from working on 
Sabbaths and Festivals. The new Privy Councillor is himself very orthodox in 
religious matters. 

The period of suspense, through which the Jews in Germany have passed 
owing to the agitation against the Shechita, has been prolonged by the dissolution 
of the Reichstag. The petition of the Society for the Protection of Animale, as well 
as the counter-petitions from 2,300 Jewish congregations were to have teenalmostim- 
mediately taken intoconsideration by Parliament. Prince Bismarck is reported to have 
lately informed some representative Jews that their coreligionists need have no 
apprehension as to the result of the proceedings in the Reithstag. 

Professor Dr. Mendel, of Charlottenburg, has accepted the Vite-Presidency of 
one of the sections of the International Medical Congress, which is to be held at 
Washington in the month of September next. 

Ultra-Advanced Judaism in Germany se2ms destined to advance altogether out 
of existence. judging from a personal announcement, which was _ inseited last 
week inthe Berlin daily journals, This advertisement wes to the effect that the 
Preacher of the Reform Congregation in Berlin, Dr. Oppenheimer, had betrothed 
his daughter .o a Christian clergyman. 

The firm of Simon Rvehm, in Berlin, has signalised the completion of twenty 
years of existence by\an act of great generosity. The house has placed 75,000 
marks at the disposal of the Municipal Authorities for distribution among the poor, 
without distinction of creed, and, witha similar sum it has established a fund for 
the benefit of the widows and orphans of persons dying whilst in the employ of 
the firm. 

In Silesia there is a town having 1,900 Catholics, 289 Jewish and 100 Protestant 
inhabitants. The Muncipal Council is composed of 10 Catholics and 8 Jews.

_ With reference to the foregoing telegram, the Odessa correspondent of the; Da ily 
News writes :—By an Imperial order all Jews employed as notaries public, or notarial 
clerks and assistants, have been forbidden any longer to pursue this special avocation. 
There are in Russia a very large number of public notaries whose services are in 
greater requisition in this country than elsewhere in Europe. Ina general way they 
supply the place of English solicitors. The clerical staffs of these notaries are 
chiefly Jews. The associated notaries appealed to the Ministry to allow the Jewish 


provide themselves with other employment. Only two months have been accorded 
Ly the Minister. 7 

In Poland, as-well as in Russia proper the decree for the expulsion of certain 
categories of Jews from places where they have no right to reside, is being strictly 
enforced. In addition to this measure, Jews are also being injured in business 
The Commandants of the Military Garrisons in Poland. for example, have received 
instructions to exclude Jews from the position of Army Contractors. 


UNITED STATES.

BRISTOL, 


On Sabbath last the Rev. J. L. Levy, B°A., Minister of this congregation, 
preached a sermon in aid of the local Hospitals and Infirmary. His subject was 
Charity. Having divided this virtue under the three heads of Charity in Thought, 
Speech, and Action, he considered these various divisions, and said that that ‘form 
of charity. which scattered broadcast the fruits of love, that strewed the flowers 
of benevolence on the rugged paths of those, whose lives were not bathed in the 
sunshine of gladness. but who lived under a cloud of sorrow: that was its noblest 
form; thecharity that makes him, who practises it, a “ Ministering angel;” it was 
like a powerful, everflowing fountain that watered the earth and spread fertility.

In course of the dis- 
course a pertinent and feeling aliusion was made to the disaster in Spita fields, 
The choir, under the direction of Mr. Henry Simmons (President of the Congre- 
gation), chanted with great taste and accuracy the 112th Psalm and Mombach’s 
setting of Isaiah, lviii., 8—choral pieces sung on Hospital Saturday in London.

Prior to the ordinary business of the Council of the United Synagogue on 
Tuesday evening, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., one of the Vice-Presidents, will 


_ present to the Council a Portrait of the President, Lord Rothschild, in the act of 


taking the Oath in the House of Lords, on July 9th, 1885, on his elevation to 
the Peerage of Great Britain and Ireland. The portrait has been painted, at the 


expense of Mr. Cohen, by Mr. B:S. Marks, and we gave a description of it in our 
issue of the 7th. | 


TUE JEWISH DEATHS OF LONDON IN 1886. 


We are enabled to give the details of the work of the Burial Society during 
the past year, details which cast some light on the state of the Jewish popula- 
tion of London at the present time. During the past year the Burial Society has 
conducted no less than 1,202 funerals. Of these, however, 155 were of “still- 
births,’ leaving 1,047 as the number of deaths as deaths are reckoned in the 
Registrar-General’s Reports. This nuinber shows a considerable advance on that 
of preceding years, as the following table will show.

_ Thus since 1882, the deaths of the Loadon Jewish community, or of the 
nine-tenthis of it that are buried by the Burial Society, have increased by no less 
than 181. If the death-rate be taken at 22, which is about the average, this 
would indicate an increase of no less than 8,227 to the London community in 
the past four years. It is probable, however, that the Jewish death-rate of 
London is higher than that for London in general. For the details given 
in the report of the Burial Society indicate an appalling proportion of deaths 
under 5 years of age. For the last two years the numbers have been:

The percentage of infant deaths was thus 55°4 in 1835, and last year, 53 1 
In London generally the percentage was some years ago 43, and is probably now 
smaller. As the death-rate is most largely influenced by the infant mortality, 
these results make it probable that the death-rate of London Jews is nearer 25 
than 22. Yet even at this higher rate, the increase of deaths since 1882 would 


_ indicate an increase of 7,240 to the Jewish population of London in the past four 


years. We may shortly be able to bring confirmatory evidence of the vast increase 
of the communal burden, for of course the influx has been chiefly, if not entirely, 
among the clients of the Board of Guardians. Of the whole 1,202 burials, 851 
were fromthe E district, and 68 from the E.C. district. No less than 993 were of 
non-members of the constituent synagogues, while 670 were charity funerals, as 
agaiost 597 last year. All this helps to indicate the mass of poor Jews now 
congregated in the East Kad and swelling the mournful numbers of the dead to 


= such a surprising extent. 


In making, therefore, any estimate of the Jewish population of London, we 


sould have to assume for the clientele of the Burial Society a considerably 


higher death-rate than the normal. If we took this at 25 per thousand, the 
1,047 would represent 41,600 ; at the customary rate of 22, they would imply a 
population of 47,600. The truth must lie somewhere between these two ex- 
treines, but nearer the former than the latter, say 45,000. But these deaths do 
not include all the Jewish ones of London during the past year. A few synagogues 
still remain outside the organisation of the United Synagogue. Of these the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation buried 59, the Western Synagogue, 17, 
Berkeley Street, 17, and the Maiden Lane Synagogue, 14, making in all an addi- 
tion of 199 deaths. Of these synagogues it may be assumed that the death-rate 
is below the normal. At a death-rate of 20 they would add 4,450 to the pre- 
ceding estimate of the Jewish population of London, raising it to between 
49,000 and 50,000, 


JEWISH COURTSHIP, 


A large number of the members of the Jewish Working Men’s Club and their 
friends were attracted thither by the announcement of the above lecture by Mr. I. 
Abrahams on Saturday last. The audience included many ladies. The attendance was 
probably the largest ever seen at a lecture of the Club. . 

The lecturer showed how in early times marriages were arranged without the 
consent of the contracting parties, this being continued in later ages in cases where 
youthful marriages prevail. It must not be thought that this system was peculiarly 
Jewish ; it held among all oriental peoples. In British India there were in 1881 no 
less than 2,350,000 married girls and 80,000 widows under nine years of age. These 
baby-marriages were decreasing among Jews. Courtship by proxy was a common 
practice, and led to some amusing complications. The notion that “ marriages are 
made in heaven” occur in several formsin the Ta mud and Midrashim ; but though 
the matches were arranged in heaven, this did not preclude the love being madeon 
earth. Several romantic love stories were quoted in illustration by the lecturer, the 
narratives being chiefly taken from ancient Hebrew literature and modern Jewish 
novels. The system of shadchanuth was humorously dealt with, and, throughout, 
the subject was treated in an amusing manner, though at the same time the 
lecturer presented a historical sketch of Jewish methods of courtship. 

A brief discussion followed, in which Dr. Gaster, Messrs, Louis Cohen, B.A., 
Woolf, J. M. Lissack, and Oswald J. Simon, took part. |
